THE FRENCH PRETENDER 

‘ino uneasy feeling which prevails 
because of the very extensive war 
preparations our ministers are con- 
tinuing to make, is not lessened among 
those who are closely watching the 
internal situation in France, and 
especially the efforts which are being 
made by the moneyed -partizans of 
Prince Louis Napoleon.

The difference between this and last 
Year's figures wae also made up for 
by the shipment Uirough United States 
points, chiefly via Poston, of consid- 
erable quantities of Canadian fatten- 
ed cattle. The Buffalo market has 
aloo Leen a co tor with Montreal, 
and took this year from western 
Ontario a cofisiderable number of 
lean animals to be fattened by United 
States feeders. How far this com- 
petition will be permanent remains to 

seen. It isin one sense not a 
profitable diversion, go far as the 
country Is concerned, it being better 
to get the price of the fattened than 


of the lean beast. The decline in ihe | 
exports of sheep is possibly part of a | 


permanent movement, though the va- 
riations of the trade have shown 
such marked fluctuations that pre- 
dictions have to be made with cau- 
tion. Between 1892 and 1895, the 
shipments of sheep rose from — 15,932 
to 217,000, which was the record, and 
the yearly variations have been very 
wide.

of its policy holders. It is an attri- 
bute of the gods to dispense good and 
evil.

owner or occupier of land over 18 
years of age residing in the area was 


entitled to vote, but the amendment |

prior’to the election. 

The next and a most important 
amendment ts that with regard to the 
annual meeting, and the time when 
such meeting is to be held is between 
the 15th day of March and the 7th day 
of April on some day not a Sunday 
or holiday, Ten days notice of the 
meeting is required to be given, so 
that it will no longer be necessary to 
hold the meeting on the 15th day of 
March in every year. The procedure 
,at the annual meeting is the same as 
in the 1897 ordinance. 

The poll tax of $1.26 is done away 
with, 

By section 6 an overseor who can- 
not after reasonable enquiry find out 
the owner of lands, may enter the 
lands in the assessment roll that the 
owner is unknown and such lands 
shall be deemed to be ass sed 

Omissions from the acseasment roll 
may be remedied with'a two mwontks 
of the posting of the assessment roll 
a person wishing to commute by day 
labor must give notice thereof within 
15 days of notice of assessment, and 
we suppose a personal notice is 
purely optional, the posting of the as- 
serene would be deemed a no- 
tice. 

If a person commuting does not 
turn up when he is notified, he not 
only will have to pay up the cash but 
an additional $2.50 will be inflicted to 
teach him hetter waye An overseer 
does not now need to post a lst of 
work, The taxes accruing due on any 
land are a special lien, having prior- 
ity over all other claims and _ the 
overseer may sue for taxes. He may 
also two months after notice of as- 
sessment levy distress for the amount 
of taxes on any goods in the district 
of the person who ought to pay, or 
on the goods of any other person on 
the premises in the respect of which 
the taxes are due. In case the elec- 
tion of an overseer is disputed, the 
commission of public works is to be 
sole and final judge.

A portion of them pro- 
ceed to that portion of the bay sot “apart 
for bathing, whore they plunge In and en- 
joy themselves. While the natives are any- 
thing but cleanly people, they certainly 
bathe as frequently as any with whom I 
am acquainted, I fear that while they are 
fond of water they have a horror of soup. 
Every evening between sundown and 
dark or by mconlight thorsands of the 
humbler folk come down to the beach to 
batbo and sport in the surf, Here men 
and women, old and young, married and 
single, with no more clothes on than when 
they came into the world, can be seen 
shouting and laughing, jumping and 
plunging, swimming and diving and hav- 
ing a jolly good time, They do not con- 
duct themselves any more indecorously 
than the bathers at Newport or Long 
Branch, and no scandal seems to be caused 
by their habit of nude bathing.
